Stricken Tuesday. 

He was stricken Tuesday at his 
home, but was not removed to a hos- 
ital until that night when physicians 
liagnosed his illness as acute appen- 
licitis. An operation was performed 
hortly after he was taken to the 


hospital and physicians pronounced 
t successful. 

Rickard showed improvement and 
as pronounced on the road to re- 
bvery, until Friday night when he 
uffered a relapse and peritonitic 
nfection developed. The promoter 
ought against the inroads of the dis- 
ase and yesterday told Jack Demp- 
ey. his friend, “Jack, I've got this 
icked.”’ 

Throughout the day his condition 
as considered grave and his strength. 
yhysicians said was being sapped, but 
t midnight last night, Dr. Adkins‘ 
nnounced that the promoter’s resis- 
oy was better and left the hos- 

al. 

Lapses Into Unconsciousness. 

At 6:30 this morning, Rickard sud- 
enly lapsed into unconsciousness 
from which he did not rally.

Jife approached its end, and just be- 
ore he lapsed into the coma, the 57- 
year-old fight promoter opened his 
yes and said quietly :

ATLANTA INCOME 
IN 1926 EXCEEDED 
NINETEEN MILLION 


Credit Balance Shown in 

Annual Statement of 
Wiley Moore, Finance 
Committee Chairman. 


Atlants passed her most successful 
year in a fiscal way during 1092s, and 
crashed into the business world as-a 
$19,000,000 corporation, according to 
the financial statement released Sun- 
day: night by Councilman Wiley L. 
Moore, of the seventh ward and chair- 
man of the finance committee. 

A balance of $3,032,842.48 was left 
in the city treasury December 31, ac- 
cording to the report of B. Graham 
West, city comptroller, and many civic 


improvements were prosecuted to com- 
pletion or are under construction. Re- 
ceipts of the city during the year were 
$109,146.384.56. This exceeds that of 
1927 bv approximately $1,000,000, 


Credit for the good financial stand- | 


ing of the city is due to a large ex- 
tent to the good business judgment 
and management of Mr. Moore, other 
members of the finance committee and 
Mr. West. according to their col- 
leagues. Plans for mapping out the 
January finance sheet for 1929 are 
well under way. 
Plan Successful. 


Mr. Moore has called the heads of 
various departments into conference 
and considered requisitions for 1929. 
The plan has been so successful that 
in many instances where large in- 
creases were sought, items have been 
slashed with the approval of the de- 
partment heads and possible friction 
eliminated. 

In issuing the financial .statement 
for 1928 Mr. Moore warned that the 
city must operate for the year under 
a strictly economic basis, declaring 
that any large ipcreases in any de- 
attment will be barred because of 
ack of sufficient funds. 

“It will take all the revenue of the 
government to operate and maintain 
departments with only a few addi- 
tional improvements,” Mr. Moore said. 
“We are attempting to classify fi fas 
this year in order that we will not an- 
ticipate revenue which we can not 
hope to collect during the year. For 
many years we have ‘carried forward 
large amounts in fi fas and even this 
year will carry nearly $1,000,000 in 
anticipated revenue which we were 
nnable to collect during the year. If 
members of council and the mayor 
will support us this year, we intend 
to adopt a policy which will elimi- 
nate carrying forward a large amount 
of uncollected fi fas into the new 


lnder a new policy adopted at the 
beginning of 1928, the Atlanta school 
system reeeived $199,194.97 more than 
it would have gotten if it had been 
given only 26 per cent of the actual

Nears Seventh Consecu- 
tive Day in Air. 


Metropolitan Airport, Los Angeles, 
January 6.—(4)—The Question Mark, 
army refueling endurance monoplane, 
had passed five and one half days in 
the air at 10:26:46 p. m. tonight, 
a total of 135 hours. The engines 
were droning steadily as the ship cir- 
cled above San Fernando valley. The 
plane had doubled the previous records 
for sustained flight for heavier-than- 
air craft. 

The previous record for sustained 
flight by heavier-than-air craft, 65 
hours and 25 minutes, was doubled 
at 6:16:46 p. m. by the army mono- 
plane Question Mark. 

All known records for maintained 
flight, the 118-hour mark of. the 
French lighter-than-air Dixmude, fell 
at 5:24:46 this morning and every 
cylinder explosion since has more 
firmly established American supre- 
macy in the air. 

Stays Close to Field. 
The previous record that. was dou- 


bled by the (Juestion Mark was made 
six months ago by the German fliers, 
Johann Risticz and Wilhelm Zimmer- 
man. 

As pisbt closed in on the big vom 
Aer, 10, aweng a narrow. circle 
about the airport here, never out of 
sight of the thousands of spectators 
gathered to watch the maneuvering. 

The clouds that overcast the sky 
early today were gone tonight and 
clear air was seen as a boon to the 
fliers’ success tonight. 

For the first time since the big 
monoplane took off here Tuesday 
morning, the motors began to show 
appreciable strain last night. Miss- 
ing cylinders in the three motors with 
which the plane is powered, threat- 
ened to force -the plane to earth, and 
at least once brought from Major 
Carl Spatz, commander of the flight, 
an order for all members of the crew 
to take their posts and prepare for 
the final glide to the airport. 

For more than seven hours the ship 
was kept at an elevation of 4, 
feet and within gliding distance of

HEIR TO THRONE 
OF RUSSIA DIES 


Grand Duke Nicholas, 
Commander of Russ 
Armies in World War, 
Passes at Age of 72. 


Antibes, France, January 6.—(/)— 
Grand Duke Nicholas, held by the 
royalists to be heir to the Russian 
throne last held by his second cousin, 
died here early this morning. He 
breathed his last during a howling 
northeast snowstorm which must have 
reminded him, since he was conscious 
to the last, more of his beloved Russia 
than of the French riviera, where such 
fierce storms are almost unknown. 

The collapse of the heart of the old 


warrior, sudden and irrevocable, came 
when his condition was showing an 
improvement in his valiant last battle 
against pneumonia. 

The grand duchess, Prince Andrew 
of Russia, Princess Battenberg, 
Grand Duke Peter, of Russia, and his 
wife and the Duke of Leuchtenberg 
were present when the end came. 
There were also some of his old re- 
tainers and faithful supporters who 
had followed him in his exile. 

Last evening, as was his custom, 
the grand duke had called in the 
servants and made a little speech to 
them, exhorting them to remain faith- 
ful to their true Russia. 

The body will be prepared for burial 
tomorrow. It is thought that he will 
be interred at Bordighera, Italy, the 
grand duchess being a sister of the 
Queen of Italy. 

Russia’s Best Soldier. 


The grand duke came here from 
Paris last November to seek a more 
temperate winter. Pneumonia develop- 
ed from an apparent trivial cold. 
spite his age of 72 years, he had made 
such prugress that on New Year's day 
he was thought to be out of danger. 
Then he collapsed yesterday and sank 
rapidly. , 

Grand Duke Nicholas was essential- 
ly a soldier. During the Russo-Japa- 
nese war he was president of the 
council of national defense, and later 
was inspector general. of cavalry. The 
council of war decided to send him to 
Manchuria to take over the command

He Is a Practical Idealist. 

Some notable persons have the no- 
tion that Hoover and the old-line poli- 
ticians of his party on capital hill 
will soon clash with each other—that 
he will not bend to their demands and 
then they will not “play ball’ with 
him, but kick his hound dogs around, 
as Champ Clark would put it.. 

The prospect does not look so to 
me. Hoover's a practical idealist. As 
such he knows that he must keep, in 
Methodist . parlance, “on ° praying 
ground and pleading terms” with the 
real operatives of the government, the 
majority senators and representatives 
who have plenary control of the na- 
tional purse and sword. 

Take it for a surety right now that 
he is going to be a.good party presi- 
dent and play pardner with his po- 
litical representatives in and out of 
congress so long as they do not de-~ 
mand that he shal] abandon his prin- 
ciples, his pledges and his high pur- 
poses. He will grant to them all that 
they may legitimately claim, but he 
will insist upon their going along 
with him in the accomplishment of 
his aims to administer the govern- 
ment with justice to all and for the 
betterment of the common welfare. 

Hoover has a consuming passion 
for individual freedoms within the 
laws and for laws that provide equal- 
ity of opportunity to each citizen ac- 
eording to his abilities and enterprise. 
For tbose ideals he will stand pat 
against Neptune and Jove! 


A Democrat Under the Skin. 

It may read strangely to some for 
me to say that Hoover is really a 
democrat—under the skin!

An Attractive Human Study. 

During the sixty years that 1 have 
been a close observer of our most 
outstanding ublic men there have 

n less than half a dozen quite 
as attractive to my study as this same 
Herbert Hoover. 

He is the most Protean publicist 
who has appeared upon the Ameri- 
can stage since Thomas Jefferson. He 
has not anywhere near the equtiva- 
lent of the classic ecultnre.of Jeffer- 
son, nor the chameleon irridesence 
of that sage’s marvelous mind. He 
has not, like Jefferson, founded a 
great university, er invented a new 
coinage system for his country, or 
ridiculed English horse-hair wigs off 
the heads of our judges, er invented 
a new moldboard for our plows, or 
another sort of revolving-chair for our 
offices, or driven a lot of North Afri- 
can pirates from the high seas!

IRRECONCILABLES AT WORK. 

The remnant of the old group of 
irreconcilables in the senate who 
blockéd ratification of the treaty of 
Versailles by crucifying réserva- 
tions is now pitched head-strong 
against the Kellogg anti-war pact. 

Thére is one exception, Senator 
Borah, of Idaho, chairman of the 
foreign relations committee, who is 
a powerful advocate of the measure. 

On the other hand, Senator Reed, | 
democrat, of Missouri; Johnson, re- 
publican, of California, and Norris 
and King, republicans, of Nebraska, 
are leading the fight against ratifi- 
cation. 

The simplicity of the treaty, its 
freedom from the precipitation of 
any possible entanglements, and its 
high and noble ideals, are such that 
it is unthinkable that there should 
be any organized effort to defeat it. 

It is not believed the antago- 
nists can block it. The administra- 
tion republicans, and all of the dem- 
o¢rats with the caception of the 
Missouri member, will support rati- 
fication. In that event it will get 
the constitutional majority. 

The fight on it, however, is a' 
bitter one, led by strong publicity | 
influences from the outside. 

Senator Borah, who is one of the 
most outstanding constitutional law- 
yers in America, has made it as plain 
as a pot leg that the treaty does 
not in the slightest degree endanger 
the Monroe doctrine. 

Should the treaty fail of ratifi- 
cation the cause of world amity will 
receive a serious and an alarming 
setback.

According to a.bulletin just is- 
sued by the bureau of railway eco- 
nomics, the United States is the 
leading orange producing nation of 
the world. The average annual pro- 
duction is approximately 34,000,- 
000 standard boxes. 

California, the largest producing 
state, accounts for 67 per cent of 
the total. Florida produces 32 pér 
cent. Alabama, Arizona, Louisiana 
and Texas together account for the 
other 1 per cent. 

Says the bulletin: 


“More than 72,000 carloads of 
oranges were shipped out of the pro- 
ducing areas during the year ended 
en September 30, 1927, while of that 
total more than 50,700 cars were un- 
loaded in 66 important markets. Of 
these unloads, 73 per cent was dis- 
tributed in 31 markets located in the 
territory lying east of the Mississippi 
river and north of the Ohio river and 
the southern border of Pennsylvania, 
while an additional 9.5 per cent was 
unloaded in eight markets located rela- 
tively close to that territory. 

“Long hauls yredominate in the 
transportation of oranges to consum- 
ing markets. To reach the 66 mar- 
kets, approximately 5S per cent of 
the total unloads traveled distances 
ranging from 2.000 to 3,500 miles; 
about 34 per cent traveled from 1,000 
to 2,000 miles, and 8 per cent trav- 
eled less than 1,000 miles.

AFTER SEVEN WEEKS

London, January 6.—(#)—After 
seven weeks of intense anxiety the 
British nation at last is justified in 
its quiet confidence that King George 
is well on the road to recovery. The 
Single bulletin iseved today again re- 
ported a quiet day for the royal pa- 
tient with some improvement in his 
condition. 

It was again issued under the sig- 
nature of only two physicians, which 
fact, perhaps more than any other, 
carries real significance to the gen- 
eral public which, because of the sinall 
amount of information conveyed in 


the medical bulletins, has been forced 
to judge of the condition of the king 
by counting the number of specialists 
signing the bulletins and by the move- 
ments of the royal family. 

Holds Andience. 

The bulletin issued at Buckingham 
palace at 8:15 p. m. said simply “the 
king had a quiet day and there is 
some improvement in his majesty's 
condition.” It was signed = by Sir 
Btanley Hewett and Lord Dawson, of 
Penn. 

(ine of the most significant of the 
sidelights on the case came today when 
it became known that his majesty was 
moved yesterday into an adjoining au- 
dience 
for one hour. ‘This was the first time 
that he had left his sick room during 
the whole of his long illness. 

It was in this audience chamber 
that the state council was held by 
which his majesty sanctioned and gave 
his signed authority for placing the 
crown in commission. Although he 
was nominally present on that occa- 
sion he actually listened to the read- 
ing of the state paper through the 
open door. 

Presumably his majesty was only 
wheeled on his bed into the andience 
chamber yesterday, but the mere fact 
of such a brief change of scene from 
the wearisome appearance of the sick 
room to which “ had been kept so 
long was caleulated to have a_ benefi- 
cial moral efect in reviving interest in 
the life around him.

high plane of efficiency. He was com- 
monly acknowledged to be the finest 
cavalry expert in Russia, and possibly 
in Enrope. Every one acelaimed him 
as a worthy son of his father. who 


had commanded the Russian forces 
against Turkey. 

In the trying days that followed 
the war with Japan, when Russia be- 
came partly demoralized, the Grand 
Duke Nicholas was the mainstay of 
the forces of order. There was con- 
siderable agitation in favor of his be- 
ing made dictator and the Czar was 
then said to have decided on the ap- 
pointment. He held numerous reviews 
of his regiments until he was sent to 
Finland as commander of the forces 
there. 

On the outbreak of the world war. 
Grand Duke Nicholas was appointed 
commander in chief of the Russian 
army. Under his leadership Galicia 


was conquered, Hungary was threat- | 


ened and the attention of the German 
war lords was diverted from the drive 
toward Paris to a defense of their own 
lines in the east. The Germans found 


it pecessary to move great masses of | 
men from the western front in order | 


to prevent the Russians from over- 
running East Prussia. 

At this time the grand duke was the 
idol of his army and of the Russian 
people. Ele was a stern disciplinarian, 
and took little account of cost in men 
or material in gaining a point, but 
he spared himself no more than his 
troops. His ideal was to unify all 
the Pan-Slavic elements pander Rus-

It is said that the land 
purchased will be developed as an 
artistic center and a site for the 
Metropolitan Opera house, and the 
price paid for it is an apt example of 
the effeét that the increase in the 
nation’s wealth has had upon values. 

Apother item of the same character 
is the announcement that the real es- 
tate sold in New York city during 
the year 1928 was assessed for more 
than $2,500,000,000 and was meort- 
gaged for upward of $1,500,000,000. 


A third statement of similar im- 
ort is to be found in a speech de- 
ivered by Carl Snyder of the. Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank of New York, at 
the convention of the American Sta- 
tistical association held in Chicago 
last week. Mr. Snyder said that. mil- 
in the United States had 
increased from 7.000 in 1914 to be- 
tween 30,000 and 40,000 in 1928, and 
he added that, “possibly half or more 
of these new millionaires have been 
created by the yiolent debasement in 
the value of the currency which. has 
taken place since the beginning of 
the war, and a considerable proportion 
of the increase must be -due also 
to the enormous rise in the value of 
securities and the colossal manipula- 
tio.. in the stock market, incomparably 
the greatest gamble the world has 
ever known.” 

Mr. Snyder concluded by saying 
that “when fortunes can be made by 
gambling in pieces of paper, of what 
attractions are the unique virtues of 
industry, sobriety and thrift? These 
are temporarily thrown into the dis- 


cards, reluctantly and discontentedly 
to be resumed when the house of cards 
has crumbled.” 

The cautionary implication of Mr. 
Snyder's remarks is emphasized by 
another Washington dispatch in 
which it is stated that ‘‘one-thirtieth 
of the national income for 1927 was 
received by 11,067 persons out of 
about 24,000,000 families, and there 
are nearly 2,500,000 people unemploy- 
ed in the United States, not includ- 
ing about 1,000,000 farmers who are 
over-employed but unpaid.” 

These comments upon the economic 
position of the nation, as it is dis- 
closed by recent statistics and devel- 
opments, are cited by way of clarify- 
ing a situation that is somewhat ob- 
scured by the divergent testimony that 
comes from different sections of the 
country.

The savings banks officials say that 
the decrease reflects the diversion of 
savings to the stock market, and their 
concern over a development so un- 
usual is expressed though not admit- 
ted in the many advertisements that 
they are publishing in an effort to 
reattract deposits.

URGES NATIONS STOP 
PREPARING FOR WAR 


Macon, Ga., January 6.—(#)—“As 
long as nations prepare for war, they 
will have war,” declared Bishop W. 
N. Ainsworth of the Methodist Epis- 
copal ehurch, south, in a sermon at 
the new Cherokee Heights Methodist 
church today. 

“Preparations have always produc- 
ed suspicion,” he said, “and then hat- 
red, and then conflict. No nations 
were ever so completely prepared for 
war as the Europeans in 1914. Their 
preparedness did- not insure peace; 
rather it invited war.” 

Bishop Ainsworth urged speedy rat- 
ification of the Kellogg-Briand multi- 
lateral peace treaty and shelving of 
the crusier bill “without hope of res- 
urrection,” 

“It is plain that the world must 
cease to organize for war and or- 
ganize for peace,”’ declared the bishop 
“The Kellogg-Briand peace pact now 
pending in Washington is more than 
a gesture of sentimentality; it is the 
blended voice of the world declaring 
that the nations must resort to war 
no more. It ought speedily be passed 
and with such a registry of convic- 
tion as will kill the cruiser bill with- 
out hope of resurrection. Another 
disarmament conference would soon 
come. There must be peace and good 
will among men.” 

Bishop Ainsworth said that “man- 
kind is beginning to learn the power 
of the spiritual.” He said that Napo- 
leon while dying urged his son to at- 
tempt a unification of Europe by spir- 
itual means. ‘“‘What he learned too 
late is now being pressed upon the at- 
tention of the world again,” said the 
bishop.

sea from the fashionable summer 
colony of San Serena the Pacific 
washes on the shores of a sand 
peninsula seldom visited by the col- 
onists. Through the center of the 
narrow strip runs a macadamized 
road, skirted on each side by a scrub- 
b hedge of bushes which thrive in 
Rashes margins of soil filled in at 
the time of the building of the road. 
Th. road ends at the east in the sea 
wall. Toward the west it runs with 
many twistings to the colony of San 
Serena, 13 miles away by land. 

At 5 o'clock in the afternoon on 
the second day of June Walter Der- 
ring, business man and tourist from 
Los Angeles, stop his car not far 
from the peninsula end of the road 
to examine something which had 
caught his eye throfigh the bushes. 
It proved to be the dead body of a 
man with an ugly bruise on the chin. 
Derring saw footprints in the sand 
around the body and immediately com- 
prehended the necessity of an official 
police investigation before the trails 
might be confused by footprints of 
the curious public. He raced his car 
back to the nearest telephone two 
miles away and fetched detectives to 
the spot within 20 minutes. 

One of the detectives immediately 
recognized the dead man as Reving- 
ton Strang, wealthy Los Angeles 
sportsman, eccentric, and lately (since 
separation from his wife) almost a 
recluse.

Chicago 
society to its foundations, and gave 
the press a perennial for facetious 
fleers and columns of social seusation 
when she went to New York and 
placed herself, like the novice she felt 
she was, under the tuition of the dean 
of American drama masters, David 
Belasco; and when he later sued her 
financial backer for the cost of her 
training there was an additional hul- 
labaloo which lasted until after she 
had made her debut. Her first two 
ventures were practically failures, and 
the jeering increased. Then in “Tha 
Heart of Maryland” she came into 
her own, and her triumphs in “Zaza,” 
“DuBerry,” “Adrea” and other plays 
are high spots in stage history. Now 
Mrs. Carter is appearing on tour in 
“The Shanghai Gesture,’ which she 
wrote in collaboration with John Col- 
ton, adapter of “Rain,” and is adding 
still another signal triumph to her 
long list of sensational stage successes.

New York, January 6.—(4)—The 
death of George L. “Tex” Rickard 
in Miami Beach today removed from 
boxing a figure more powerful than 
champions, a character: unique and 
without a rival in the field of pro- 
metion, and the most important single 
figure in the lifting of the sport from 
th» “ham and egg” clams into the field 
of big business. 

Boasting Jittle or no experience in 
#port promotion, probably without 
ever having lifted his own hands to 
a position of offense or defense, Rick- 
ard revolutionized the staging of box- 
ing bouts, ‘ 

His First Fight. 


_ Forced into boxing by “home town” 

pride in 1906, he staged a lightweight 
championship match between Battling 
Nelson and Joe Gans at Goldfield. 
Nev., and ran a stake of $30,000 
saved from gold mining days in Alaska 
into a personal fortune of several mil- 
lion dollars. 

His death robbed the ‘Madison 
Square Garden corporation for which 
he has made millions of dollars in 
profits through the promotion of box- 
ing extravanganzas, hockey, bicycle 
racing, and other sports, of its guid- 
ing genfus. He left no man in the 
organization capable of taking the seat 
at his two-ton bronze desk and deal- 
ing with the modern problems of fisti- 
euffa with the sagacity color and busi- 
ness ability Tex possessed. 


Kept Own Plans. 


The details.of important matches, 
from the battles of contenders in the 
lightest classes right down to the 
staging of the $3,000,000 heavyweight 
spectacle between Jack Dempsey and 
(iene Tunney in Chicago. were kept 
mostly in his own brain. He bothered 
little with reeords and notations, kept

Start Saloon. 

They started at Nome a saloon and 
gambling house called The Northern. 
They grubstaked prospectors and they 
did their banking for them. The 
Northern in Alaska prospered, because 
it had a reputation for squareness. A 
“sourdough” could stagger into the 
Northern with his “poke” and say: 
“Here, Tex, take care of my stuff un- 
til I get back, will you?’ 

This -was the Rickard I met when 
I landed in Goldfield, Nevada, with 
Rube Goldberg, the cartoonist, on as- 
signment for a San Francisco news- 
paper. There was a new gold rush 
to that section of Nevada and to it 
had come Tex Rickard and his two 
partners. Kut tales of gold strikes 
in that section of Nevada were not of 
great interest at the time. 

At that time the most talked of 
mateh in prize fighting was the Gans- 
Nelson bout.

Mr. Goldbreg and myself were the 
first newspaper men to enter Gold- 
field and we sought out The Northern. 
where the new promoter who had dar- 
ed to fight the great Coffroth was es- 
tablished. It was all true. We were 
shown the pyramids of $20 gold pieces. 
[In The Northern miners, adyenturers, 
and prospectors were gambling with 
$20 gold pieces, and there was ua rou- 
lette wheel or two in every. saloon, 
nud—it seemed—everywhere except in 
the churches. It was as wide open 
as auy of.the mining camps describ- 
ed by Bret Harte in his ta'es of the 
‘“‘Argonauts of the Early California 


Days.” 
Rickard’s First Bout. 

This particular fight attained it's 
main objective, which was to advertise 
and ballyhoo Goldfield. A few weeks 
after I arrived the name of Geldfield 
was in every newspaper of the United 
States, England, Canada, and Austra- 
lia. Orders for sents were being wired 
in from all over the world, 

Rickard was building his first arena 
out in a sage-brtsh a half-mile from 
the “main stem” of Goldfield. The 
fight fans were pouring in from all 
over the world. There were about a 
thousand of these who in the old days 
would fellow a championship fight to 
the north pole as they did when Sul- 
livan and Kilrain were being chased 
from state to state, and as they did 
in Kngland when they had to dodge 
the sheriff to find a suitab’e and quiet 
bit of turf. 

To me that long-drawn fight in the 
desert was one of the greatest melo- 
dramas I have seen in connection with 
the ring game. The desert sun blaz- 
ed down in the ring. After the first 
round, Rickard, the promoter, who 
could afford to be generous in those 
days, said: “Let them all in whether 
they have the price or not.” It was 
one of those gestures of the old west, 
of the Alaskan north or of the men 
of the gold rushes where Rickard 
had been—Alaska, Nevada, (Califor- 
nia, South Africa and the Argentine, 

Rickard Makes Profit. 

The strange part of it all was that 
after they paid off the prize fighters 
and the rest there was a profit. Rick- 
jard, who was no boxing expert and 
| who probably never had seen many 
‘prize fights before, started thinking. 
: What. he probably said to himself 
“How long has this béen going 


Ile had gone to the far north and 
ito the far south in search of excite- 
‘ment and fortune, and had made noth- 
ling much. If a prize fight wou'd 
draw to the desert of Nevada. there

| Riekard frém that time was estab- 
‘lished as a prize fight promoter and 
|a showman. He found the backing 
for the Jeffries-Johnson fight in Reno, 
Nevada, which was in a way the 
‘last frontier, for after that they clos- 
ied Reno “tighter than a drum,” as 
the boys say. From there, after the 
‘rather queer fight in Havana, where 
‘Jess Willard won the heavyweight 
‘title from Jack Johnson. Rickard 
‘moved on to Toledo, Ohio, where 
'Dempsey became heavyweight cham- 
lpion of the world. That fight was

Getting a flying start on the south, 
the Georgia Bulldog’s basketball team 
opened the conference season with four 
victories against ne defeats last week 


and now leads the pack of 10 teams 
which swung into action. 

Mississippi, last year’s champivns, 
and Auburn, runner up at the confer- 
ence tournament here in February, did 
not participate in last week's contests, 
but North Carevlina, one of the strong- 
est squads in the conference in ’2s, 
assumed runner up position in this 
year’s race by trouncing Kentucky and 
Tennessee. 

Under southern conference rules the 
championship is not awarded on per- 
centage but on the winner of the an- 
nual tournament held in Atlanta. As 
only 16 teams participate in the tour- 
nament, the conference eliminates the 
six weakest squads, figured on lowest 
percentage in the year’s race. 

Gamecocks Lose. 

In its rush for the top, Georgia de- 
feated South Carolina, 54 to 28S, Tues- 
day night at Athens and Wednesday 
repeated the triumph, 46 to 21. Fri- 
day and Saturday saw the downfall of 
Florida in the Bulldogs’ stronghold, 
48 to 32, and 45 to 26. 

Georgia Tech took its place as the

play last week by defeating the much- 
ly abused Clemson quintet here NSat- 
urday night, 29 to 23. 

Tulane and Alabama staged’ the 
closest contests of the week, Alabama 
invading New Orleans to trounce the 
Greenies, 25 to 22, Friday night.

Manager Says He Has 
Heard Nothing Definite.

The much talked fight between 

Young Stribling and Jack Sharkey, 
which had been set for February 26 
at Miami, has been thrown into a 
state of uncertainty, occasioned by the 
death Sunday morning of Tex Rick- 
ard at Miami. 
This much was revealed Sunday 
night in a long distance conversation. 
between Pa -Stribling, Young Strib- 
line’s manager, and this correspon- 
dent. Stribling, manager, was at his 
farm at Ochlochnee, Ga. 

Mr. Stribling said that he couldn't 
actually state that the fight was off 
or that it was on, due to the fact that 
he had heard nothing beyond the bare 
fact that Rickard was dead. Sinee, 
however, a committee was appointed 
Saturday to handle the fight in the 
event of a prolongation of Rickards 
illness, it is believed that the fight will 
come off as scheduled. 


Will Miss Rickard. 


“But.” came Pa’s voice over the 
wire, “it won't be the samme fight, 
because Rickard won’t be there. They 
may have some one in his place, but 
there can neve: be another Rickard. 
Perhaps, in time to come, some man 
will come into the public eye who can 
fill Rickard’s position, but not like 
Tex himself. 

“Rickard was a credit to the box- 
ing game and lifted it into the front 
rank of those sports in the public 
eye. Both my son and I counted 
Rickard among our very closest 
friends, and his death came as a dis- 
tinet shock to wus. 

“The promoter had taken an in- 
terest in Young, recognized his ability 
and was instrumental in placing 
Young where he is now. We will cer- 
tainly miss him,” 

Upoen inquiry by this correspondent 
as to who would take Rickard’s place, 
Pa said that he was uncertain. John 
Chapman, a Georgia man and Rick- 
ard's first assistant, is a likely choice. 
Chapman staged all the fights in Madi- 
son Square Garden and last winter 
had charge of the six-day bicycle races, 
which were held there. Rickard, as 
everyone knows, held only a_ few 
shares of stock in the Madison Square 
Garden corporation and acted as its 
matchmaker, drawing a salary of $50,- 
0OO a year.

Life of Adventure. 

Before Tex Rickard ever though of 
promoting a boxing match his career 
had stretched through a string of 
story-book adventures from the plains 
of Texas to the gold fields of Alaska 
and back to the gambling halls of 
Nevada. 

He was born in Kansas City, Mo.., 
January 2, 1870, but his father moved 
to Sherman, Texas, when the only son, 
George L., was four years old. The 
youngster grew up on a cattle ranch 
at Cambridge, Texas, and was riding 
herd in Henrietta after his father died 
when Rickard was ten years old. , 

After several years as a cowboy and 
later town marshal of Henrietta, 
young Rickard joined the rush to the 
Klondike in Alaska in 1895. He lJand- 
ed with another cowboy at Juneau, 
Ingged his sleds through the Chilkoot 
Pass and 300 miles across lakes to 
the head of the Yukon, and promptly 
“struck it rich” in the fanuwus Bo- 
nanza strike. 

Starts Gambling Hail. 

With a profit of $60,000 Rickard 
set up a gambling hall and saloon at 
Dawson, in one night, a bai:d ef Incky 
miners wiped him out plajing roulette 
and faro and he was lorreu to eut 
wood for five months at $15 a cord 
for a living. He swung his axe at 
the side of Rex Beach, nore novelist, 
until 1899, when he hiked to Nome 
and set up another salour and gam- 
bling hati wu only $35 capital. 

In four years Rickard, now known 
through Alaska as “Tex,” made $500,- 
000, most of which he lost en Barren 
gold claims. Tiring of Alaska, Tex 
returned to San Francisco, then to 
the tonopah and goldfield section of 
Nevada in 1903 with $60,000, all 
that was left of the half million, and

In Asheville they still 
show you where Abe Mitchell. with 
that short finish. cleared the trap on 
the sixteenth—275 yards away. 

Such shots are beyond the compre- 
hension of the average golfer. He 
makes them only in his: dreams, or in 
the locker room. And 275 yards in 
the locker room rarely measures 199 
yards on the course. 

Even among fine hitters, drives of 
tremendous length usually are due to 
an elevated tee, a favoring wind or 
a lightning fast fairway. Frequent 
driving contests held in the United 
States, Canada and abroad have prov- 
el that the man who can average a 
earry of 250 yards on three shots 
is an almost certain winner.
